Israel's building of the Bar-Lev line was a victory for politics 
over strategy. Until the end of 1967 the Isracli Army had a plan 
by which they could mect in Egyptian attack by Tetreating to 
the passes, but they preferred to dig in on the canal because 
they wanted, as Dayan sid, to be buzzing all the time in the ears 
of Nasser and the Egyptian people. ‘They forgot that jt Was not 
their genius but our failure that handed them victory in 1967 
ona plate. 

The Israclis were taken by surprise itlthough the evidence was 
there before their eyes if they had been Prepared to see and 
understand, They never appreciated that, ironically enough, 
Egypt's main problem in planning had been lo match the 
element of surprise with which Israel had so successfi ully brought 
off the sudden dawn air strike of 5 June 1967, 

On one occasion General Abdel Munim Rind, who was Chief 
of Staff after the 1967 defeat and one of the best generals Egypt 
produced, was discussing the problem of Surprise with Nasser, 
He said: ‘The mere fact that we start wn attack at all will be the 
most important element of surprise.” This was Proved abun- 
danily true six years later. 


General Riud’s conversation with Nasser came towards the end 
ofa chapter in Egypt's history which began after the June war of 
1967. That defeat had been a complete surprise to everybody. It 
may be that Egypt had not expected victory, but nobody had 
been prepared for defeat on such a shattering scale. Everybody 
was shocked, including the Russians; the Israelis were jubilant; 
the Arab world was in a state of total confusion; Nasser was left 
inthe midst of the wreckage, trying to salve something out of it. 

His first thought was that he must look to what remained of 
Egypt's defences. At this time he was receiving « great many 
warnings 10 the effect that the Israelis regarded what they had 
achieved as unfinished business, particularly after the events of 
9 and 10 June when, following Nasser's speech of resignation, 
people all over the Arab world went on to the streets imploring 
him to stay on. That was αι political victory for Nasser, though 
of course it could not compensate for the military defeat. 

But Nasser now felt he had a mandate to Iry to reorganize the 
home front and to rally the ranks in the Arab countries, He saw 
his future strategy us falling into three phases: to begin with he 
would have to be purely on the defensive; then he could move to 
active deterrence; und finally would come liberation of what 
had been lost. 

The start had to be made on the army, for that was the key lo 
everything clse, and the army could only be rebuilt with the help 
of the Russians. Immediately after the war, at the end of June 
1967, the Soviet President Podgorny came to Egypt to sec what 
had happened, bringing with him Marshal Matvei Zakharov, 
Chief of Staff of the Soviet Arniy. Inevitably the Russians 
regarded Egypt's defeat as to some extent their defeat also, and 
Nasser encouraged this attitude because he thought it would 
lend to greater Russian involvement in the Middie Enst which 
was the only way in which American superiorily in that area 
could be offset. It was Nasser’s fir tth 
was being used by the Americans us an instr ment by which 
they could impose 1 new order on the Middle East. 

However, Podgorny’s visit did not go well. For one thing the 
Russians were naturally angry that some of their must soplild- 
ticated arms had been cuptured by the Israelis and handed over 
to the Americans.

THEROAD TO 
RAMADAN 


From the devastating defeat of 1967, 
through the erisis of N: 
and then Anwar Sudat's ass

HASSANEI confidant of 
both Nasse dat, was in a posi- 

ch it all. His new book, “The 
Road to Ramadan,” soon to be published 
by William Collins, London, is a reveal- 
ing account of the background to the 
October War as he saw it. In this first 
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Nasser was, in fact, pursuing two contradictory policies, He 
was trying to make the Russians see Egypt's defeat as their 
defeat and to increase their aid to Egypt, even to the extent of 
taking over, temporarily at least, Egypt's air defences; but at the 
same time was telling them ‘no base, no Red Flag’. 

It was while our relalions with the Soviets were thus strained 


that Presidents Aref of Iraq and Boumedienne of Algeria went _ 


to Moscow on 17 July 1967, to plead for more help for the Arab 
cause. Brezhnev told them that the Soviet Union was doing 
what it could to rebuild Arab defences, ‘I assure you,’ he said, 
‘that here in Moscow | have spent sleepless nights because of 
the warnings we keep on receiving thal Israel is platining to cross 
the Suez Canal. It would obviously nol be easy for them to do 
this because of our support for the Arabs and because of world 


public opinion, but all the same they might atany moment make — 


a quick dash towards Cairo, which would bring the whole world 
to the brink of catastrophe.’ He gave the two Presidents figures 
of the aid that had been going to Egypt. ‘In two weeks,’ he said, 
‘we have sent fifteen shiploads of-matcrial, amounting to forty- 
eight thousand tons, as well as one thousand five hundred 
technicians.’ Again, the atmosphere in these meetings was not 
good. ; ; 

Marshal Zakharov had arrived with Podgorny and then 
stayed in Egypt to take charge ofall aspects of Russian assistance 
in reconstructing the armed forces, He was an extraordinary 
figure. To disguise his presence in Egypt, Zakharov did not 
wear his field-marshal's uniform; instead, he adopted a civilian 


suit and black beret, The beret hid his bald head, but his stocky - 
frame and his facé ~ not unlike that of the-Western film direstor, 
‘John Huston -- were. still instantly recognizable, of course. The .

authorities had to censor hundreds of photographs of that 

period, because Zakharov seemed to be everywhere, Without 

his uniform, naturally, Zakharov did not look so impressive, 

and it was a strange sight when this ‘givilian’ bawled out some 

terrified colonel. At close quarters, Zakharov was overpowering: 

his voice was very loud and he would punctuate his remarks + 
with fearsome digs and slaps, even kicks. ᾿ 

It would be an exaggeration to say that he was popular in 
Egypt, though Nasser respected him greatly and he had a good, 
teasing relationship with Riad. But Zakharov's presence in 
Egypt was undoubtedly a big Russian concession, and Zakharov 
never really troubled to hide his opinion that he was doing 
Egypt a favour. He was also wnrelentingly harsh -- he bullied 
everyone without mercy. Nasser had said to him: ‘I want to 
know what really happened,’ and Zakharov blasted practically 
everyone and everything connected with the war. When Egyptian 
officers broached the topic of fresh arms, Zakharov shouted 
them down: ‘Arms? What do you need more arms for? To 
deliver these to the Israelis too? What you need is training, 
training, Then we will see about arms.” 

But even Zakharov found that he could not do the task by. 
himself. He complained to President Nasser that if he was to 
get quick results -- and everyone was still thinking in terms of a 
possible resumption of the war by Israc] -- he would need more 
training advisers rather than the few hundred he had at that 
time. Nasser said he was ready to accept advisers even at brigade 
level. So cach brigade commander had a Soviet adviser allotted 
to him, and eventually there were 1,500 attached to the army. 
Inevitably these foreign advisers were the source of some friction, 
but Nasser insisted that no questions of prestige or false pride 
should be allowed to interfere with their work. The Egyptians, 
he said, had to learn, 

Nasser asked General Fawzi, General Riad, Marshal Zak- 
barov, and General Lashinkov, the first head of the permanent 
Russian Military Mission established in Egypt in the wake of 
Podgorny’s visit, to report to him when Egypt's defences were 


᾿ ready. One day he said jokingly to General Zakharov: "You are 


under arrest here until your work is finished.’ But this was not 
really a joke, as was shown when a day came when Zakharov 
said he wanted to go to Moscow to see his family. Nasser told 
him: ‘My order stands. You are not going to leave Egypt.’ So 
Zakharov did not-go — or, at least, he was allowed to return to 
Moscow only for a few days in July, to present the Soviet 
Ministry of Defence and the Chiefs of Staff with a first account: 
of what had happened in the war and his assessment of Egypt's 
needs in its aftermath. Then he returned and stayed in Egypt 
until one day at the end of October or beginning of November 
~ it was just a few days before the vote in the Security Council 
which passed Resolution 242 - he went to Nasser with the three 
other generals and told him categorically: ‘Mr President, I think 
that Egypt can now stand up to anything Israel can deliver, J 
have no fears for the Egyptian front. The defences are perfectly 
allright.’ 

Although the armed forces were the first object of Nassor’s 
concern, he was obliged to give urgent attention to the economy, 
which was in a terrible stale, On top of the losses caused by the 
war and the closure of the Suez Canal, Egypt was suffering from 
the burdei of the Yemen campaign and from the after-effects 
of the successful five-year plans and the expenditure of huge 
sums on the High Dam, all of which projects had still to become 
Productive, Nasser called a number of joint meetings of the 
High Executive Committee of the Socialist Union and the 
Cabinet at which the whole question‘of what had gone wrong 
and what should be done was thrashed out. The problem was 
how to prevent the whole development programme from grind- 
ing to a halt, and to escape this a big injection of capital was 
needed, otherwise there might not be enough to pay even for 
essential wheat imports, because the Russians were concentrat- 
ing all their efforts on military supplies and we could not ask 
them for wheat as well. 

Then came the Khartum conference at the end of August. 
This was a great political success for Nasser. 

The conference was much more of'a success than Nasser had 
-expected. A formula for bringing the fighting in the Yemen to 
an end was concocted and the oil-producing countries agreed 
that, instead of cutting back their oil supplies to the West as 
advocates of the ‘oil weapon’ had been urging, they would give 
financial support to the countries which, had suffered from 
Israclt aggression — which meant in the first instance to Egypt 
and Jordan, since Syria was not represented at Khartum. King 
Feisal opened -the bidding with an offer of £50 million -- a 
Senerous gesture calculated to take the pressure off both the ail- 
producing countries and the oil companies. 

Egyptian engineers had been building bunkers to protect the 
new planes-the Russians were sending against another SUEprise 


“attack by Israel. After testing out various designs with heavy 


bombs. they had found one which scemed tobe effective. The 
new Commander of the Air Force, General Madkur abu el-Ez, 
was extremely energetic in building new airfields, all with their 
protective bunkers, as weil as silos for the SAM-2s - which had 
been in Egypt, though unused, even during the June War. He 
even widened the Cairo-Alexandria road so that it could be used

Parallel with these military preparations Nasser was looking 
at the possibilities for a peaceful settlement, though from the 
outset he had little hopes of one, During the negotiations which 
Jed up to the passing of UN Resolution 242 22 November 1967, 
several interesting points emerged. First, Arthur Goldberg, the 
American representative at UN, gave Mahmoud Riad, then the 
Egyptian Foreign Minister, assurances that the wording of the 
Resolution meant that Israel would have to withdraw from αἱ 
the territories occupied during the war, provided we were willing 
to end the stale of war. Second, and in direct contradiction to 
these assurances and President Johnson's five points, the course 
of events indicated that there was a tacit understanding between 
the United States and Israel that the Arabs were not to be 
allowed to escape from direct negotiations and that Israel's 
designs on some of the occupied territories were being con- 
doned, This was more or less admitted by Joseph Sisco, the 
American Assistant Secretary of State dealing with the Middle 
East, in one telegram which he sent lo Mahmoud Riad, in 
which he said: ‘You cannot insist on ai/ the territories and expect 
to have peace.’ From the start it was clear thal the territories 
which Israel was coveting included Sharm al Sheikh, Gaza, 
Jerusalem, some parts of the West Bank, and the Golan Heights. 

Nasser was always sceptical about Resolution 242, Ai one of 
his regular mectings with senior army commanders, which 
took place on 25 November, only three days after the passing 
of the Resolution, he said to them: ‘Let me tell you a few facts. 
Everything you hear us say about the UN Resolution is not 
meant for you, and has nothing to do with you. If you look at 
What the Israclis ure doing in the occupied territuries it is 
perfectly obvious that they ure never going to evacuate these 
areas unless they aro made to do so. Please remember what I 
have said before ~ what has been taken by force cun only be 
recovered by force. This is not rhetoric: | mean it. And listen to 
this: | have asked the Sovict Union to fet us have bridging 
equipment, and 1 have told them I want this as a loan, not a 
gift or a deal, because after we have crossed the canal [ am 
going lo hand back the bridges, so that those who have crossed 
will have no way of getting back. If | were Levi Eshkol or Moshe 
Dayan 1 would do the same as they are duing; they want to 
expand and now they think they linve the chance to expand, | 


. don't see that even if they wanted to they could withdraw, 


use they have fed their people with too many hopes and 
Promises. What they are saying now will inevitably harden into 
official policy and they will become bound by it. So you don’t 
teed to pay any attention to noything | may say in public about 
ἃ peaceful solution.’ 

To avoid giving the Isractis any excuse for restarting the 
battle there had to be an order forbidding all shooting on the 
canal front from the Egyptian side. ‘This was very hard, because 
Israeli snipers were active and their planes were bombing civilian 
as well as military targets. In fact il was so unwelcome an order 
that General Enwzi refused to issue it over his own name and 
passed the responsibility on to Nasser as supreme commander 
of the armed forces. Some troops were in fact court-martialled 
for disobeying the order. : 

Aller a while israeli bombing became so relentless that in 
October 1967 Nasser decided to evacuate the three canal cities, 
Port Said, Ismailia and Suez. As a result more than 400,000 
refugees from the Cana! Zone flooded into Cairo and the rest of 
Sayni. Israeli tactics clearly showed that they intended to stay 
indefinitely on the banks of the canal. The Israelis seemed to 

nv a particular hatred for Egypt's irrigation system. Several 
siiempts were made to homb Nag Hammadi, an important 
transformer station in Upper Egypl. and to lay mines in the 
atrage below Cairo, Lines of barrels as a protection against 
iting mines had to be Iaidl above the bridges on the Nile and 
main canals, at a cost of £7 million (they are, at the end of 1974, 
Mill there), This threat to the irrigation system touched the 
ccepest instincts of the Egyptians.

THE SHOOTING was all, or almost 
all, In Beirut, but the theme of 
terrorists and Jordan recurred 
throughout the Knesset week as an 
unpleasantly red thread.

There has seemed to be close 
cooperation between the two 
ministers in question and no great 
evidonce that the Prime Minister had 
had the tlme or wish to slap anyone 
down.

The long undisturbed biblical city of Aroer has just been uncovered ‘south of. Beersheba. ‘The story of its discovery is told for the first 
time by Professor AVRAHAM BIRAN, who conducted the dig with his students at the Nelson Glueck School of Biblical Archaeology.

by Rudolph Cohen, the District 
Archaeologist for the Negev, and 
myself.

The recent demolition of the Fast Hotel has once again focused attention on 
Zahal Square, the intersection which since Liblical times has been the mejor 
crossroad outside Jerusalem's walls. The square has also been in the past 75 years 
one of the major meeting points — both violent and peaceful — between the city’s 
Jewish and Arab populations, Here ABRAHAM RABINOVICH tells its. story.

“SHALOM, Why don't you gay 
shalom?" 

He was a black man with a 
stubbly white beard sitting one 
afternoon last week on the grass 
with his back against a course of 
ancient stones. He moved aside a 
bottle of Arak and an Arabic 
newspaper 50 that the passerby he 
had hajled could joln him. 

His name was Mussa. He was 
72, and he liked to stop off in the 
small park by the elty wall after 
finishing his work as a tile layer 
and before continuing on to his 
home on the Mount of Olives. Yes, 
he knew the place whore they 
were sittIng had been no-man's- 
land. 

“They used to go boom-boom 
here," sald Mussa. 

Here, where the shoulder of the 
Old City thrusts into the modern 
elty, men bearing the culture of 
half the nations of the world idly 
stand alongside each other with 
their eyes on the traffic light. They 
stand for a long time these days 
because the square has once again 
become the busiest intersection in 
downtown Jerusalem — Arab 
trucks following in Joseph's path 
from the Hebron Hills to Nablus, 
Jewish drivers heading for the 
new housing developments in 
East Jerusalem or for shopping 
inside Jaffa Gate. 

The square's Hfe is progaic 
enough today as vehicles and 
pedestrians hurry through on 
thelr way to somewhere else but 
from time to time the busy eye 
lingers for a moment and the 
mind's ear catches an echo of 


‘history, 


Auikcm Yaffe never got the 
order Lo spen up the square after 
the Six Day War in writing. He 
was City Engineer at the time, 
and the road @pproaches on the 
eastern erid had been sealed off 
for two decades by high concrete 
anti-aniping walls. The length of 
the clty wall down to Jaffa Gate — 
no-man’s-land for two decades — 
waa lined by scores of buildings, 
virtually all of them badly damag- 
ed, some of them mined. The deci- 
sion to remove them and open the 
wall up to view again was one of 
the most far-reaching the 
Municipality was to make after 
tho war, and Yaffe was the man to 
execute It.

But the residents never forgot 
for long that there were Jordanian 
soldicrs looking down on their 
house from tho Qld City wall less 
than 50 metres away, Sometimes 
the Legionnaires threw stones:

ALTHOUGH the Old Post, Office. 
was found to be structurally 
dangerous, its demolition waa 
held up for months when some of 
the tenants went to court to fight 
thelr relocation. The Fast Hotel 


-would be evacuated over the 


course of several years and its 
demolition completed only last 
month. 

The area next to the wall waa 
designated part of the National 
Park being developed around the 
Old City. Before getting on with 
the future, however, the 
authorities Iet Dan Bahat and 
Menashe Ben-Ari have a crack at 
the past. The two archaeologists 
iroin the Anttauities Department 
set we. sien to digging near the 
outer base of the city wall. The 
Crusaders, it was known, had 
built a strong tower inside the wall 
here to protect thia vulnerable 
corner of the city where the 
ground level outside the walls was 
higher than inside. Remains of the 
tower had been found in the base- 
ment of the College de Freres 
which looms above the wall inside 
the Old City. The Crusaders had 
called jt Tancred’s Tower after 
the commander who had broken 
into the elty from this area during | 
the Crusader conquest. The~ 
Arabs, who believe that David 
kllled Gollath here, called it 
Gollath's Tower. 

In the courae of the ex- 
cavations, they also uncovered 
something elso — a deep Crusader 
moat which they believe to be part 
of tho same system of dry moate 
which stretched along the 
northern wall. (The road running 
between the Rockefeller Museum 
and the Old City lies within a rock- 
cut moat.) 

A decision to preserve part of 
the moat meant scrapping plans 
for a paved pfazza in favour of a 
grassy park molding itself to the 
terrain. For realdenta of the Chria- 
tlan Quarter just inside the city 
wall, the change was a blessing. 
‘This is the closeat area of 
greenery we have," said George 
Andreas recently, as he sat in the 
aun watching his three children 
running on the grassy slope 
descending into the moat. 


CHANGES WROUGHT by history 
are a commonplace in Jerusalem, 
but nowhere else in the city have 
the changes been no frequent and 
dramatic in the past century as 
the area around Zahal — once 
Allenby—Square.

Banane flambée 


ALTHOUGH MY BRIEF career 
In the catering business was not 
very profitable, I did pick up at 
least one standard trick of the 
trade: ‘Flame it.” 

Virtually any dish, from soup to 
pudding, may he glorified by 
lowering the lights, adding a few 
drops of liquor and lighting up. To 


be sure, a few would-be 
sophisticates may grumble, but 
by and large the patrons eat it up. 

Only once did I have any trou- 
ble with a flaming dish, when a 
terrified Italian maid refused to 
serve it, crying out, “ma se bruc- 
cia!’ However, despite her fears, 
I thrust the platter into her hands 
and sent her scurrying into the 
gaining room with a swift slap on 
her beckaide. 

In Iarael the incendiary im- 
pulsc has been brought to ita ul- 
timate form in wedding halls 
where assembled family, friends 


and business associates arc awed 
by a parade of waitcrs with trays 
of flaming cold cuts. However, a 
more conventional dish and one 
especially suited to the Israeli 
kitchen is banane flambée. 

To prepare the Neroesque 
dessert, pee] one large or two 
small bananas for each portion. it 
the bananas are large, they may 
be sliced in half lengthwise. To 
keep the bananaa from sticking to 
the pan and thus disintegrating, 
dust them lightly with flour. 

In a frying pan, presentable 
enough to appear at your table, 
heat a generous amount of butter 
or margarine. Fry the bananas on 
each aide until they just begin to 
turn brown, To keep them from 
breaking, use a long metal spatula 
to turn them. 

Spoon about half a teaspoon of 
sugar over each banana (or 
banana half) and continue cook- 
ing until the sugar turns very, 
very Nght brown. 

Now, holding your breath if you 
must, douse the bananas with 
brandy (about half a cup for an 
average frying pan). Shake the 
pan gently a few times to keep the 
bananas from sticking. Light the 
brandy in the pan by tipping the 
pan towards the stove flame or by 
holding a lighted match near the 
edge of the pan. 

While cognac is very nice, in 
moat cases local brandy will have 
to do. Lf your guests are watching 
you make the dish, the best course

“STILL LIFE" (No. 4), by 
YORAM ROSOY, one of 12 ofl 
paintings in his current exhibit at 
Safrai Gallery, Tel Aviv, is a 
deliberately composed and 
beautifully rendered canvas. In 
the true spirit of Chardin, with 
pronounced horizontals and ver- 
tioals, Rosov has balanced one 
axis against the other creating a 
calculated formal arrangement of 
silent objects. These kitchen uten- 
sila and pitchers are Imbued with 
a certain stateliness, a weathered 
inanimate human quality, by 
Rosov's ability to deserlbe in 
painterly terms their solid forms 
and varied textures, And his 
classical use of receding blue 
tones for a shadowed wali har- 
monizes with the advancing warm 
earth colours of the wooden table 
or shelf. Although somewhat of a 
textbook’ painting, "Still Life'’ 
holds up well and is far better than 
any of the other canvases in the 
show. 

Rosov is a talented artist. He 
ean draw with ease and hag a good 
technique. I think, however, he 
just misses coming across here as 
a really good painter because of a 
‘ misdirected approach to stubject 
f matter. His realistic style, which 
: can be quite skillful, fa often con- 
torted or subjugated to satisfy 
chromatic and distortive re- 
quirements needed to pictoriallze 
allegorical, metaphorical and 
hypothetical scenes. 

Instead of concentrating on 
painting from reality and oreating 
a realism aa a fragment of ex- 
perience, Rosov has reversed the 
concept, emerging with rather 
Ἷ mundane motifs. And in a few in- 
a stances he has arrived at outright 
τὶ Hlustration in which a use of 

strong reficative light comes close 
to the genre of Norman Rockwell 
and the Saturday Hvening Post. 
Although one aan appreciate 
and sympathize with Rogov's 
needs and desires to conduct a 
chorus of the spiritual (by pain- 
ting forlorn, uninhabited 
doorways, bunkers or discarded 
uniforms) I came away from this ° 
exhibit somewhat disappointed; 
but bocauae of ‘Still Life™ hopin; 
that his next show will be filled 
with canvases that explore a 
relaxed naturaliam in which the 
human quality is felt physically aa.

THE current exhibition of works 

by Zvi Goldstein at the Israel 

Museum [5 something of a conun- 

drum that demanda more than 
* considerable effort on the part of 
the visitor, Part of the difficulty 
results from the fact that the 
Museum, while taking its usual 
professional pains with the show's 
graphic presentation, has on this 
occasion omitted an introductory 
guide or explanation that enables 
the visitor to get some idea of 
what Goldatein is trying to say, or 
rather why he is trying to present 
what he and others have had to 
say in the manner that he doca. 
However I understand that the 
Museum ts preparing a taped in- 
troduction for the benefit of the 
public. 

Goldstein's works are’a com- 
bination of written, recorded, 
typographical and diagrammatic 
information dealing with concop- 
tual, philosophic, political and 
economic ideas and problems, In 
some Cases presented via a 
‘+ battery of slide projectors or con- 
tained in a tape cassette affixed to 
the wall. Lectures and essays are 
strung page by page along 
another wall. However it would be 
on over-simplification, or only a 
half-truth, to imply that the 
medium is the message. Yet ke 
the traditional painter, Goldstein 
18. much concerned with descrip- 
tion; instoad of describing 
landscape he may be atlompting 
to call our attention to the fact 
that the description of a problem 
can be affected by the way In 
‘which the facts are presented. 

In this, Goldatein is not attemp- 
ting to discover America; it ia Οὐ» 
vious that descriptive artiats, 
landscape artlats for inatancg, 
havo always solected parts of, or 
pushed around bits of the 
landscapo 10 suit the resuits.

If this be Goldatein's aim, he’ 


hag not made himaolf altogether 
clear, The actunt facts or potted 
philosophics presented somewhat 
obfuscate the issue: 17 they were 
an end in themselves one could all 
down and digest them ina 
pamphiet at home without bother 
ing to read them slanding uncom- 
fortably in the Museum.

; 81 SAW Gil Robles's 
Cra ("Mongerrat") long 
and far away when the play 
* was new and fresh. It was shortly 
: after the end of World War II, 
probably the only war in history 
where one side was unrelieved 
black. The victory over Nazi Ger- 
many being the defeat of pure 
. gyil, we all felt good and 
righteous, and a play in which 
’ freedom fighters confront an op- 
F pressive regime fitted well into 
my own and the general state of 

i: mind. 

Watching the play at Hablmah 
this week, a sadder though not 
much wiser man, I sorrowfully 
reflected on the change in our 
thinking which took place during a 
apan of lesa than three decades. I 
found 11 impossible to suspend my 
disbelfef sufficiently to accept the 
self-sacrifice and heroics of the 
characters, And it was not a sub- 
jectlve Impression; a large group 
of teenaged boys and girls in the 

; hall asniokered throughout the 
proceedings and altogether seem- 

* ed‘unimpressed by the ‘‘good" 

characters on the stage. 

The thme of the play is 1812, the 

. place ig Venezuela, where the 
. Spanish colonial regime 15 
, ruthlessly trying to repress the 
revolt of the natives. Rebellion 
leader Simon Bolivar has escaped 
Ε΄ atrap with the ald of Monserrat, a 
- Spanish officer with ἃ conscience, 
; and found a new hiding place. 
. Mongerrat's superior Izquierdo 
y looks up the defector in one room 
togethor with six hostages picked 
off the atreat at random, If 
Monserrat will not reveal within 
; an hour Rolivar's hiding pluce, the 
tix will bo shot, For tha benefit of 
those who like to sit on the edge of 
., helraeat in sugpense, T shall not 
teveal the outcome.

children. The characterization ig 
juat as neat; Izquierdo, the officer 
who conceived the diabolical 
schemo, is a snarling, sadistic, 
totally amora) murderer and 
lecher. Monserrat is all courage, 
love of freedom, humanity, and 
uttorly selfless. Moreover, among 
the hostages are a peaaant boy 
and girl who are willing to go to 
their deaths bravely in their belief 
that they would be dying for a 
good cause, the girl disdaining an 
offer of reprieve at the price of 
dishonour in Izquierdo's bed. Tt is 
all so simple, psychologically 
dubious, intellectually shallow; 
the casuistry of the priest who is 
there to give spiritual justification 
to the Spanish atrocities wouldn't 
convince a flea, 

Misha Asheroff's direction ia 
correct and routine, adding 
nothing to the play, and his hand 
isn't very much felt in the acting. 
Thus Shlomo Bar-Shavit as Iz- 
quierdo enacts the part as one 
tong snarl, while Shmuel] Atzmon 
plays Monserrat with sort of a 
tired nonchalance which grows

“Vincent'' is written with 
restraint, avolding casy, 
melodramatic effects; the only 
action the hero performs on the 
stago is displaying some of his 
paintings on an casel. The fact 
that these paintings are among 
those moat often reproduced adds 
a further touch of banality. And I 
must confess that the pistol shot 
struck me as somewhat of a false 
note on which to end the 
emphatically non-melodramatic 
proceedings, 

Shimon Lev Arie and director 
David Sharir essentially stuck to 
the author's intention to present a 
show which js all emphasis on the 
spoken word, Lev-Arie is a fine ac- 
tor who has proven himself many 
times In the past, most recently 
with his brilllant performance as 
Vladimir in ‘Waiting for Godot," 
but there fs little he could do here 
to create a lively, interesting 
show. 


ON THE LIGHTER side, the 
Yuval Theatre in cooperation with 
the Theatre for Children and 
Youth presents ''The Snow 
Queen,” adapted by Michael Ohad 
from the story by Hans Christian 
Anderson, -performed by Eric 
Smith's puppets under the direc- 
tlon of Yossi Graber. The splen- 
dour and brilliance of the Nordic 
scene, the magnificence of the 
almoat life-size puppets are 
: overwhelming. Especially the 
Queen herself, speaking with the 
deep voice of Orna Porat, Is a 
gorgeous sight in her gittering icy 
finery.

_ Stage, held high by manipulators 
hidden behind ἃ stagewide screen. 
And in order to show the children 
how simpie it rea)ly is, and that no 
one ia trying to fool them, the 
manipulators appear at the end of 
show holding the puppets aloft to 
take their bows. 

All through the show the 
children secmed to have a fan- 
tastic — if somewhat noisy — 
tlme, although I wondered what 
they made of the !ce-and-snow 
aeene which {s so alien to their 
Mediterranean eycs. 1 also 
wondered what in the long run will 
happen to their hearing after be- 
ing aubjected to the: inordinately 
high volume of sound pouring out 
of the loudapeakers.

To be aure, musical tastes 
change over time, and so do the In- 
terpretations of music. In this 
area there are no clear-cut rules 
for the guidance of the beginning 
performer. Nevertheless, there is 
general agreement that Bach 
should not be performed like 
Chopin, nor Beethoven like Bartok 
— nor, needleas to say, Mozart 
like Saint-Saens. 

Ideally, musicians try to 
specialize in those composers — 
or those perlods in music — which 
are most congenial te them. Un- 
fortunately, the pressures of the 
concert business nowadays are 
such that a conscientious mual- . 
clan, who is aware of his natura} 
limitations, ia forced to wander 
tar afield, merely in order to keep 
up with his competition. 


THE PUBLIC at large — our own 
public, at any rate — will show its 
appreciation, but hardly aver its 
disapproval. Never, in a lifelong 
experience as practising musician 
and music critic, have 1 heard so 
much as a whistle of protest from 
8 dissatisfied audience.

But a piano or forte is already sub- 
ject to all sorts of nuances; a tem- 
po indication, such as Allegro con 
Brio, for example, lends itself to 
many different interpretations.
